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2a. With respect to the request for any/all currently and/or previously associated trade 
name(s), and the earliest available user manuals of any goods or services the claimed matter is 
embodied in; submitted herewith as Appendices 1-7 is such subject matter of which those with a 
duty to disclose are currently aware. Moreover, applicant again draws the Examiner's attention 
to the dated Appendices A-G previously submitted on July 2, 2002. 

The Examiner should note that the language "claimed matter is embodied in" implies that 
information is only requested regarding trade name(s), and the earliest available user manuals of 
any goods or services, wherein all independently claimed matter is embodied therein. To 
construe otherwise would require citing trade name(s), and goods or services that embody a 
single phrase or word of the claims. If applicant is construing such request incorrectly, and the 
office wishes to be inundated with paperwork in such manner, the Examiner is respectfully 
requested to clarify what is being requested. 

2b. With respect to the dates initially published and copies of the earliest available associated 
descriptive documentation, i.e., white papers, sale brochures, and advertising/promotional 
literature, prepared for any goods or services the claimed subject matter is embodied in; the dates 
associated with Appendices 1-7 are as follows: 

Appendix 1 - May 2001 
Appendix 2 - May 25, 2001 
Appendix 3 - October 2000 
Appendix 4 - October 16, 2001

descriptive documentation" refers to those documents that would constitute a bar to patentability 
(i.e. a disclosure, offer for sale, etc.). To construe otherwise would require citing confidential 
information, trade secrets, etc. If applicant is construing such request incorrectly, the Examiner 
is respectfully requested to clarify what is being requested.
